NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) The legislature finds that the federal
governnent has, on occasion, required states to change state |law as a

condition of receiving federal funds. There are legal limts to that
practice. In National Federation of |ndependent Business (NFIB) v.
Sebelius, 567 US _ , 132 S. C. 2566 (2012), the United States

suprene court ruled that a provision in United States Public Law 111-
148, the patient protection and affordable care act, requiring states
to expand nedicaid coverage as a condition of receiving nedicaid
fundi ng, was i nperm ssibly coercive.

(2) The legislature further finds that requirenents in federal |aw
to change Washington law as a condition of receiving federal funds
have, on occasion, required Wshington to expand state prograns,
driving costs of state governnent up and raising concerns that future
federal funding will not cover the expanded obligati ons.
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(3) The legislature further finds that these funding conditions
should receive closer scrutiny, and therefore directs the joint
| egislative audit and review commttee to annually report to the
| egi sl ature regarding federal funding prograns affecting Washington
state health and human servi ces agencies that require changes in state
statutes as a condition of receiving federal funding.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 44.28 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The joint legislative audit and review comm ttee nust, by Decenber
1st each year, report to the legislature regarding federal funding
prograns greater than twenty-five mllion dollars in biennial
expenditures affecting Washington state health and human services
agenci es and the comon school systemthat specify conditions requiring
changes in state statutes as a condition of receiving federal funding.
